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Saudi-German talks 


Bonn affirms support 
for Palestinian rights

BONN, March 4 (Agencies) — Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Al- Faisal conferred 
with Ids West German counterpart Hans 
Dietrich Genscher upon his arrival here. 

After the talks. West Germany reaffirmed 
its support for the Palestinian people's right 
to self- determination, mirroring the backing 
given to the Palestinians earlier Tuesday by 
French President Valery Giscard d* Estaing 
during a trip to the Middle East. 

The statement said Genscher had repeated 
West Germany's policy "that the right of the 
Palestinian people to self-determination 
must be realized in the framework of a last- 
ing, comprehensive vliddle East peace set- 
tlement.'’ 

Last September at a dinner he hosLed here 
for Moshe Dayan then the Israeli foreign 
minister, Genscher asked Israel to give its 
blessing to Palestinian self-determination, 
but Dayan refused saying the speech signified 
a change for the worse in West German fore- 
ign policy. 


Duncan leaves 


Monday night's statement said Genscher 
and Prince Saud had a broad and intensive 
exchange of views, partly on relations bet- 
ween the European Economic Community 
and the Arab world. 

Afterwards, Prince Saud had a two and-a- 
half hour meeting with West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt, 

A West German government spokesman 
said the meeting “was particularly useful in 
view of the current global political situation" 
and had induded discussions on world, reg- 
ional and energy questions as well as bilateral 
relations. 

West Germany and Saudi Arabia also cal- 
led for the restoration of the independence 
and nonaligned status of Afghanistan. 

The statement said the ministers had dis- 
cussed the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
and added. "They underlined the need to 
restore the nonaligned status and indepen- 
dence of Afghanistan in the sense of the 
resolution of the United Nations’ General 
Assembly.”

Egypt asserts 
autonomy pact 
set for May 26 

CAIRO, March 4 (AP) — Egypt ^ dis- 
continue Palestinian autonomy talks ~ with 
Israel if no agreement is readied by May 26 
on ending Israeli occupation of Arab lands 
and electing a Palestinian autonomous coun- 
cil, a top foreign ministry official has warned. 

Speaking to Parliament, vllnister of State 
for Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali said Egypt 
would then “resort to other diplomatic 
forums such as the United Nations, the 
Organization of African Unity and Non- 
Aligned.” 

May 26 is the date set by the Camp David 
agreement for applying self-rule to the 1.2 
million Palestinians living on the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. Ghali was quoted by the 
vliddle East News Agency in talks with Parli- 
ament’s committees on" foreign relations. 
Arab affairs and national security. 

Ghali's remarks Monday contrasted 
sharply with a statement Prime Mimaer .Mus- 
tafa Khalil made in Paris a few hours earlier. 

Khalil said that Egypt was committed to 
continue the Camp David process and die 
vlay 26 deadline did not mean “wc will stop 
and find another process.” 

Khalil, who is doubling as foreign minister 
and Egypt's chief autonomy negotiator with 
Israel and the United States, suggested 
another Camp David style summit for push- 
ing forward the stalled negotiations towards a 
successful end before the dentine expires. 

Ghali. however, said Egypt "achieved 
progress" at the latest round of autonomy 
negotiations held last week in the Nether- 
lands by convincing both the Israeli and 
American delegations to agree to forming 
rwn*uhcommi(tce*, one for legislative issues 
and the other for economic matters. 

Khalil also welcomed France's endorse- 
ment Sunday of “the right to self- 
determination" of the Palestinian people as 
an endorsement of the Egyptian view of the 
Camp David agreements. 

"In our point of view they mean self- 
determination” because “they call for a com- 
prehensive settlement to be reached in all its 
aspects,” be said. 


for another term, Yamani said. 

Yamani was responding to foreign press 
reports that the energy secretary had come to 
Saudi Arabia specifically to seek permission 
to buy more Saudi oil for stockpiling in the 
U.S. 

Production levels can only be set by the 
Saudi government according to the needs of 
the Kingdom, he said. 

A spokesman for the U.S. diplomatic mis- 
sion here emphasized after Duncan's depar- 
ture for Washington tharthe secretary's talks 
with Crown Prince Fahd. Yamani and other 
Saudi officials were of a “rather general 
nature.” 

“No specific requests were made of either 
side,” the spokesman said. “ There was gen- 
eral agreement that continuing, “ore regular 
discussions be held between the parties on 
energy issues worldwide.” 

The spokesman added that there had been 
“Specific discussion of numbers - cither of 
production levels or price.” There have been 
reports that Saudi Arabia was getting ready 
to cut back its production level from the pres- 
ent 9.5 million barrels a day to its officially 
proclaimed ceiling of 8.5 million barrels. 

The Kingdom had raised production to the 
higher level in die wake of the cutbacks 
caused by the Iranian revolution. Riyadh haj 
argued that, by exceeding its ceiling, it was 
supporting w'orld economic stability and 
therefore the United States should not put 
added pressure on the international market 
by building up its strategic reserves. 


ISLA MABAD, March 4 (AP) — Afghan 
government troops have suffered heavy 
casualties in continued righting against Mus- 
lim forces over the last three Jays, freedom 
fighters said Tuesday. 

“ The Afghan government troops suffered 
1 ,SU0 dead in the fighting at various places" 
in Kunar anJ Mangrahar provinces of 
Afghanistan along the Pakistan border, a 
press release by Hizbe Islami (Islamic Party) 
of Afghanistan, one of several Muslim 
groups, said Tuesday. 

“A large number of the Afghan army men 
have been besieged in the area of As.nar and 
Shcgal by the Mujahideen (holy warriors) ” 
the press release said. 

The Afghan ar.ny launched an attack on 
the freedom fighter:, hut the attar.’: was 
repulsed, it said. “ The Afghan government 
infantry - used a large number of tanks and had 
air cover." according to the Hizbe Islami. 

The Muslims said they also surrounded 
government troops in Watanpur area in the 
same province. 

The Hizbe Islaini gave no estimates of the 
casualties suffered by the Mujahideen in 
these encounters. 

The government troops have launched an 
attack on Ulswapi, where the fighting con- 
tinued, it said. 

The Hizbe Islaini also claimed that ope 
hundred government paratroopers who 
landed near Bajaur area were killed by the 
Mujahideen, and five freedom fighters lost 
their lives.

WASHINGTON. March 4 — Concern 
over losing Jewish votes in upcoming primary 
elections led President Carter to announce 
Monday night that America’s U.N. vote con- 
demning Israeli settlements was a mistake, 
sources dose to die White House said Tues- 
day. 

In a surprise statement. Carter saiJ the 
Li .S. incorrectly voted Saturday fora Security 
Council resolution calling on Israel to dis- 
mantle its settlements in the occupied ter- 
ritories, induding Jerusalem. 

The error centered not on the main thrust 
of the resolution but on its references to the 
status of Jerusalem, Carter said. 

Sources here said the president’s 
announcement was an attempt to prevent the 
erosion of Jewish votes in Tuesday’s Democ- 
ratic primary election and in next week’s 
primary in Rorida. 

Carter's Democratic challenger. Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, attacked the U.S. vote as 
“shameful”. Kennedy is actively trying to 
draw American Jews away from the presi- 
dent's campaign, sources said. 

Carter's daim Monday that the U.S. vote 
was a inis take “was basically a political 
statement.” one well-informed source said. 

“In view of the Massachusetts and Florida 
primaries. Carter is “going to be responsive 
basically to where he thinks the electorate 
is,” the source noted. 

"By and large our foreign policy depends 
on public opinion, and public opinion is right 
now still dominated essentially by Lhe Israeli 
lobby.” he added. 

Meanwhile, “the Washington Post ’ ' 
reported Tuesday that the U.S. decision to 
support the U.N. resolution was approved 
personally by Carter and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance “as a signal of deepening U.S. 
unhappiness over Israel's settlements pol- 
icy” 

Quoting administration sources, the 
* ‘Post ’ ’ said Carter approved the vote 
after his ambassador to the U.N. Donald 
McHenry “appealed directly to the presi- 
JenL” 

That President Carter decided to support 
the resolution to avoid the resignation of 
McHenry, who felt his credibility at the U.N. 
would be seriously damaged by a U.S. absten- 
tion. 

McHenry had worked hard' on the draft 
resolution in cooperation with Arab and 
Islamic ambassadors, sources said. 

McHenry's predecessor, former Ambas- 
sador Andrew Young, dedined to comment 
on the affair. 

Reached by telephone in Atlanta, Georgia. 
Young told Arab Sews - AsharqAl -A mat he 
felt it “wouldn’t be good for me to comment 
on the position that he ( McHemy) took.” 

Young said McHenry “is having a hard 
enough job without me making it more dif- 
ficult for him.’* 


Palestine focus of Gis card’s Qatar talks 


DOHA, March 4 (R) — French President 
Valery Giscard J Estaing arrived in Qatar 
Tuesday to meet the Gulf Emirate’s leaders 
' and again the Palestinian question was at the 
center of discussions. 

Ihe president, on the third leg of a 10- day 
tour of six Arab suites, broke new French 
diplomatic ground on Monday when he cal- 
led for the right of the Palestinian people to 
self-determination as part of an overall Mid- 
dle East peace settlement. 

The statement, induded in the communi- 
que issued after his talks with the ruler of 
Kuwait, was repeated Tuesday in a joint 
communique with the ruler of Bahrain 

Previously France, the most pro-Arab of 
the major Western powers insisted only on 
recognition of the Palestinian people’s rights 
to a homeland and representation at overall 
peace talks. 

The Fran o> Bahraini communique also 
induded a condemnation by Giscard d* Esta- 
ing and Bahraini head of state Sheikh Isa Bin 
Salman Al-Khlifa of what they called the 
Soviet Union's “flagrant interference” in 


Afghanistan. 

They called on Moscow to pull out its 
troops and said their continued presence in 
Afghanistan was a danger for world peace. 

On regional security, France and Bahrain 
agreed the Gulf should be kept out of big- 
power rivalries, and said Gulf states should 
take responsibility for their own security 
rather than accept guarantees from foreign 
powers. 

Their joint position was similar to that of 
Sheikh Zaid Bin Sultan AJ-Nabayan, presi- 
dent of the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
where the French leader is due Wednesday. 

In an interview with French television. 
Sheikh Zaid attacked U.S. promises to pro- 
tect the Gulf by force, and said the A inerica ns 
would do better to send their troops to 
Afghanistan. 

“All is well in the Gulf and it has no need of 
American or any other forces," the UAE 
leader said. 

After flying from Bahrain Giscard £ Esta- 
ing had talks in Doha with Qatari Ruler 
Sheikh Khalifa Bin Hamad AI- Thani. 
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Official Qatari sources said they discussed 
France’s relations with Qatar and the rest of 
the Arab world and also a number of interna- 
tional issues — the Palestinian question. 
Afghanistan, the Euro-Arab dialogue and 
the proposed new world economic order. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) gave a qualified welcome to the 
French rail for Palestinian self- determina- 
tion, but PLO officials privately described it 
as a diplomatic victory for PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat. 

PLO officials privately said they saw the 
French move as a result of a diplomatic cam- 
paign, led by Arafat, for recognition by 
Western Europe. 

The official in charge of PLO information. 
Majed Abu Sharar. sounded a note of cau- 
tion. “No doubt this advanced French 
attitude will have its impact if it can influence 
the overall attitude of Western Europe,” he 
said. “But this has not happened so far.” 

“ Therefore, much as we appreciate this 
attitude, we do not overestimate its worth on 
the level of international political action.'’ 

El Al flight 
lands in Cairo 
for first time 

CAIRO, vlarch 4 (AP) — Ilie first direct 
air lines between Israel and Egypt were inau- 
gurated Monday with the arrival here of an El 
Al Boeing 7U7 carrying 1 58 passengers and a 
crew of nine. 

The flight was greeted by the Israeli 
Ambassador to Cairo, Eiiahu Ben-Alissar 
and his wife, who waited on the tarmac amid 
tight security. When the plane's engines 
stopped, they waved to the pilot then diinbed 
aboard to greet the passengers. 

The bearded diploinat presented his cre- 
dentials to Presidnt Anwar Sadat last week as 
Israel's first ambassador to Egypt. Monday's 
flight was another sign of normalization, 
under the peace treaty. 

Egypt's Nile Valley Aviation Co. is 
scheduled to begin its regular flights to Tel 
Aviv Wednesday under the name Nefertiti. 

That flight is to carry the Egyptian delega- 
tion to the Palestinian autonomy talks, to 
convene in Tel Aviv later this month, accord- 
ing to Nefertiti director Hassan Ali Fam- 
bouli. 


The former ambassador said he was unaw- 
are of reports that McHenry had threatened 
to resign his post. 

But Israel's cabinet Tuesday strongly 
Jenounced the United States support for the 
removal of Jewish settlers from occupieJ 
Arab land, despite Carter’s statement Mon- 
day night that the United States had erred in 
supporting a U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion supporting such removal. 

Reuters said that the Israeli cabinet how- 
ever remained sharply divided over whether 
to retaliate with a burst of settlements. An 
Israeli government spokesman said the 
ministers unanimously rejected Saturday's 
Security Council resolution calling for dis- 
mantling of Jewish settlements in all occupied 
territories including Jerusalem. 

The spokesman said that that “the United 
States support for it is unjust and the resolu- 


tion will arouse strong dissatisfaction and 
protest among the Jewish people." 

The government spokesman said Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin read to his col- 
leagues a letter from Carter explaining why 
the American vote had gone the way it did. 
Israeli Radio quoted ministers as saying the 
letter was an attempt at apologizing to Israel. 

Meanwhile, a mixup over the resolution 
will cause "wounded feelings" among the 
Arabs and others around the world, Ambas- 
sador Donald McHenry said Tuesday. 

In a news conference, he denied U.S. poF 
icy on Israeli settlements had shifted and left 
the impression that political pressure caused 
Carter to admit a foulup. 

“ The effect in the Arab world will not be 
loving," McHenry said. They feel very 
strongly with regard to settlements.”

UAE raps U.S. Gulf designs 


ABU DHABI, March 4 (R) — The Presi- 
dent of the United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan Al-Nahayan, Tues- 
day attacked U.S. promises to protecr the 
Gulf by force and said U.S. troops would be 
better sent to Afghanistan. 

Sheikh Zayed said in an interview with 
French television reported by the official 
Emirates News Agency : “All is well in the 
Gulf and it has no need of American or any 
other force.” 

“If America wants to despatch forces it 
could send them to the burning invaded reg- 
ions of Afghanistan — that is where the fore- 
ign aggression is. not here in the Gulf.” 
Sheikh Zayed said. 

“I did not know how one party can 
threaten to send its forces to the Gulf, which 
it considers a region vital to its security — the 
area has become a toy for the big powers.” he 
added. 

.Last month President Carter said he was 
sending 1,800 marines in four amphibious 
landing craft to the Arabian Sea, where they 
were expected to link up with a 20-ship task 
force already in the area. 

- After the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan in December President Carter said any 


attempt to take over the Gulf would be 
regarded as an assault on the vital security 
interests of the United States and would be 
repelled by any means necessary, induding 
military force. 

Sheikh Zayed, speaking the day before 
French President Valery Giscard d 1 Estaing 
arrives in the UAE on his Gulf tour, said: 
“ The presence of American forces in the area 
is not something we expect from a friendly 
country like the United States." 

“ The peoples ofthe world would cooper- 
ate and live in peace if it were not for the 
intervention of the big powers. So these pow- 
ers must work to keep the Gulf region clear of 
their rivalry," he added. 

A senior Arab oil offidal said Tuesday 
there would be no need of U.S. military pro- 
tection for the Gulf if the countries in the area 
remain united like a single state, Ali Attiga, 
secretary general of the Organization of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OAPEC), 
told the Bahrain based Gulf News Agency. 

Foreign intervention only comes where 
there are divisions and wars. 

“If Arab Gulf was a single and strong state 
there would be no talk of foreign interven- 
tion.”

confrontation on the high seas will just as 
surely harm trading nations as direct military 
intervention or communist infiltration,” 
according to Badr. 

For this reason. Badr said that no one 
country lives in isolation. “The increasing 
interdependence of nations means that if one 
sneezes others will invariably catch a cold. If 
our trading partners are to avoid the prover- 
bial cold, businessmen and workers alike 
must forcefully tell their leaders that world 
peace and stability are essential for their wel- 
fare, especially in areas where they have 
interests and wish to extend cooperation,” 
Badr repurted to the conference. 

According to Badr, investments in ship- 
ping requires a particularly high degree of 
technological know-how and expertise 
reflecting the complexity of modern maritime 
activities. It is therefore natural that the 
Kingdom seeks cooperation in shipping 
developments. He added that Some progress 
has been made with the creation of the 
United Arab Shipping Company owned by a 
consortia of Gulf Stares, and by the recent 
links between Saudi and Scandinavian com- 
panies to run large multi-purpose fleets. 

“In shipping this process of international- 
ization of ownership is something new, but 
extremely significant. It will pave the way for 
a more active role in shipping conferences 
and also in the determination of freight rates 
to our countries. 

“ This is only a start. The potential for grea- 
ter participation by Arabs in shipping is 
enormous; as is the potential for much grea- 
ter economic cooperation between our 
nations and the West, particularly Europe." 
Badr also said that the promotion of the vir- 
tue of cooperation in the development of 
Arab ports and shipping operations, greater 
cooperative effort and urgency is required in 
the elimination of the vice of maritime mal- 



practice. 

Badr said that, although there is increasing 
legitimate opportunity available to all those 
concerned with tFade with the Arab world, 
there has been a “disturbing increase in the 
incidence of gangsterism and piracy by those 
intent of exploiting the wealth and, in some 
cases, the naively of Arab traders.” 

He said that the terms “gangsterism" and

‘“piracy 7 ’ more accurately reflect what the 
media sometimes call documentary fraud and 
barratry. This piracy is not the romantic 
brigandry of the 18th century or the callous, 
parasitic variety taking place on the seas of 
South East Asia. It is more the piracy by 
“individuals sitting in comfortable offices, 
who make use of ‘ The System’, un wiring con- 
signees and consignors, shipping companies 
and agents and even banks. 

Badr reported that in the last six months of 
1976, timber exporters in Singapore lost 
nearly 100 million of cargo. In addition, since 
1 977 more than 40 ships sunk in suspicious 
circumstances in the South China Sea. 

As a response to these matters, he said all 
incidents should be notified to the proper 
authorities; every effort made to trace ship 
and crew and have them arrested. In addi- 
tion, according to Badr, ocean traders should 
concern themselves with the “small fish, as 
well as the big fish.” Most big consgnraents 
that are conveniently lost are replaced 
through insurance coverage, but the consig- 
nee with low value cargo may not be so well 
protected. 

Badr said the "modern-day pirates" also 
exploit the system in cases where cargo and 
even vessels do not exist. This is attributed to 
the banks' adherence to standards where 
proof of consign men t and a simple showing of 
Bills of Lading are too easily bypassed. 

In addition, Badris report to the sym- 
posium stresses that smuggling must be dealt 
with. He said that it has become more virul- 
ent in the past few years. He said, in regard to 
this, that it is “particularly ironic that recent 
encouragement of containerization has pro- 
vided unscrupulous traders with a less detect- 
able way to make ill-gotten gains . He added 
that the small minority of unscrupulous users 
of containers whether they be exporters, 
shippers, agents or consignees must be deter- 
red. 

“The imaginative idea of introducing 
multi-door containers must be seriously con- 
sidered and accepted. Contrary to some ill- 
informed press comment, the idea has 
received reasonable understanding and 
cooperation from shipping conferences, 
shipping companies, container users and con- 
signees alike.” 1 ’• .

recession affecting the Israeli economy. 

rhe sources estimated that 5-7.000 work- 
ers from the West Bank who had been emp- 
loyed in Israel have been dismissed in the past 
four or five months. 

On Saturday the United Nations passed a 
resolution calling on Israel to dismantle its 
settlements in occupied Arab territories.U.S. 
officials in Washington said the vote was 
prompted partly by Israel West Bank set- 
tlements.

Qaddafi urges 
Arabs to ban 
Egypt planes 

BEIRUT, vlarch 4 (R) — Libyan leader 
vluammar Qaddafi has called on Arab states 
to dose their airports to Egyptian planes fol- 
lowing the normalization of Cairo's relations 
with Israel, the Libyan news agency Jana 
reported vlonday. 

Col. Qaddafi was quoted as saying he 
would urge the Arab masses io destroy the 
airports if their government did not bar Egyp- 
tian aircraft. 

Qaddafi was speaking at a mass rally in 
Tripoli Sunday night marking the third 
anniversary of the prodamation of the 
Libyan Jamahiriyah (people’s republic), the 
agency monitored in Beirut said. 

Those who open their airports to Egyp- 
tian planes are thereby opening a life-line to 
the Zionist enemy across Egypt. 

“ They should end this. Otherwise we shall 
address the masses who are capable of des- 
troying the airports used by Egyptian 
planes." Qaddafi said.

“The Arab states want the workers to 
remain on the West Bank and continue the 
political struggle." the sources added. 

A delegation from the East Jerusalem 
Chamber of Commerce met Hurvitz last 
month to discuss their difficulties with him. 

They asked him to consider easing the tax 
burden on Palestinian businesses, vlost 
Palestinian businessmen do not keep proper 
books and say that the Israeli tax authorities 
harass them into paying excessive taxes. 

Palestinian farmers also complain they are 
no longer allowed to supply the East 
Jerusalem market. Israel does not regard 
East Jerusalem as occupied territory but as 
part of the state of Israel. Residents are 
forced to buy agricultural products from 
Israeli suppliers and pay a far higher price 
than that charged by West Bank farmers. 

The West Bank municipalities are in a par- 
ticularly difficult financial situation. Beth- 
lehem vlayor Elias Freij told Reuters his 
town was running a monthly deficit of $

from France 

PARIS, vlarch 4 (R) — France will supply 
Iraq with highly enriched uranium fuel for an 
atomic research reactor under construction 
outside Baghdad, the French Atomic 
Energy Commission has said. 

The new 70-megawatt Osiris-type reactor, 
known as Osiraq, will replace one that 
saboteurs blew up in the Seyne-Sur- 
vlernaval construction yard near Toulon, in 
southern France, last year, it said. 

"France has decided to supply Iraq with an 
expert mental nuclear reactor of the Osiris 
type and we must therefore provide the fuel 
that goes with it,” the commission said vton- 
day. 

in an exception to its nuclear non- 
proliferation policy, the French government 
has decided to go through with the sale of a 
research reactor and 93 per cent enriched 
weapons-grade uranium supplies, officials 
said. 

However, it would insist on strict controls 
over export of nuclear equipment to prevent 
the proliferation of nuclear weapons. 

Iraq will run on the highly enriched 
uranium which- produces plutonium fuel that 
could be used for the manufacture of atomic 
weapons. 

Although France has not signed the non- 
proliferation treaty. President Giscard 
■d'Estaing; has decided to act as though it had 
fully subscribed to it. 

Hie contract with Iraq was signed in 1 976, 
two years before Giscard 1 decided to tighten 
all nuclear exports. 

French officials said tightest security pre- 
cautions had been taken through the 
Vienna-based Atomic International Energy 
(AIE) Commission.

struction schedule "so it can be completed 
gradually as the authorization is received,” 
the official said. 

Binary chemicals consist of Two chemical 
agents that 'arc harmless by themselves; but 
become toxic when mixed. They would be 
used In bombs and rocket shells, and would 
become mixed when the rocket of bomb 
exploded. 

Congress refused in 1974 and 1975 to 
authorize money to produce Binary weapons 
last year, an army request for the program 
was turned down by the Defense Depajg- 
rnent. 


The army has been conducting research on 
binary chemicals for some time. 

Defense Secretary Harold Brown told 
Congress in January the Pentagon was 
designing a facility to build binary chemical 
bombs, warheads and projectiles. 

Perry’s memo — ordering completion of 
the design and a construction schedule — 
carries the decision a step further.

Mini s ter .Margaret Thatcher said the Soviet 
Union is “the main external threat” to the 
British way of life while the nation's internal 
ills stem from economic illusions that have 
“smothered our moral sense." 

- Repeating anti-Soviet themes that have 
earned her the nickname "the Iron Lady" in 
the Soviet press, Thatcher on Monday night 
commented on the Soviet military interven- 
tion in Afghanistan. 

" The Soviet Union is a totalitarian power 
greater in military strength than was Nazi 
Germany at the height of the last war. 

“We are seeing in Afghanistan the fulfil- 
ment of the warnings which the far-sighted 
among us have been seeking to give for sev- 
eral years. The threat which the Soviet Union 
popes indirectly to the West's sources of 
energy in the .Middle East is obvious." 

Thatcher was delivering a memorial lec- 
ture marking the first anniversary of the 
assassination of Airey Neave, World War II 
bero and spokesman on strife- tom Northern 
Ireland for Thatchers conservative party. 

Guerrillas of the Irish National Liberation 
army daimed responsibility for Ql.eave’s 
death. 

On Britain’s internal ills, Thatcher slam- 


med “the illusion that government can be a 
universal provider, and yei society still stay 
free and properous; the i illusion that govern- 
ment can print money and yet the nation still 
have sound money, the illusion that every loss 
can be covered by a subsidy; the illusion that 
we can break the link between reward and 
effort, and still get the 1 effort, the illusion that 
basic economic laws can somehow be sus- 
pended because we are British."

For the past five years, Ahn had led a group 
of about 1 20 newsmen who formed a struggle 
committee for press freedom after they were 
dismissed en masse by the newspaper 
Dong -A Ilbo for opposing Park’ s press policy. 


WASHINGTON, vlarch 4, (R) — Speak- 
ing from bejiind a screen in FBI headquar- 
ters, a man who said he was a former Soviet 
spy has told reporters his missions included 
sabotaging a U.S. space shot. 

Only the silhouette of the seated man, 
described by the FBI as “a big fish” in the 
KGB-secret police, could be seen behind the 
opague glass screen. 

It was tihe first time the FBI had staged such 
a meeting between reporters and a self- 
confessed Soviet spy, FBI officials said. 

Col. Rudolph Herrmann — he said that 
was the code name he received when the 
K.GB recruited him 25 years ago — declared 
that his task included taking charge of the 
Soviet espionage network in the United 
States in the event of a break in U.S .-Soviet

He said the agency was at a crucial stage in 
resettling Col. Herrmann, and once he 
assumed a new identity as a private dozen it 
would be too late to make him available to 
reporters for questioning. 

In his extraordinary press conference, Col. 
Herrmann said that when he arrived in the 
United States he set himself up in fashionable 
Westchester County, in New York state, as 
freelance photographer and owned a lucra- 
tive photo business. 

He said his primary assignment was to pass 
politically significant information to the 
tvGB. work with other Soviet Agents and 
pick hiding places for intelligence informa- 
tion. 

At one point he said he got dose to the 
assodates of an unsuccessful presidential 
candidate. He declined to give any other 
details other than to say that “he (the candi- 
date) was never aware that I was dosely fol- 
lowing his entourage." 

Herrmann said he received instructions by 
coded radio message. “I supplied informa- 
tion about the location of some people in the 
United States — I revealed many names (to 
the *CGB).” he said. “I believe I supplied the 
information which could be called detrimen- 
tal to the interest of the United States.” 
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IMPORTANT SIGN 

At long last,a major Western European power, namely 
France, was able to recognize what has always been self- 
evidently the heart of the protracted crisis of the Middle East: 
the historic injustice done to the Palestinians. It has also 
recognized the one possible remedy: their achievement of the 
right of self-determination. 

Arabs everywhere will for a long time to come remember 
the courage and justice of President Valery Giscard d’ Estaing 
— the first Western European leader to commit his country 
irrevocably to the Palestinian cause, despite the tremendous 
pressures from Israel and the Zionist movements and the vast 
and intricate net of alliances they command in the West. 

This, however, is certainly only a beginning. For France is 
acting as Europe’s pathfinder in the .Middle East; and it will 
not be long before the European states add their number to 
the majority of the world* s nations which have already recog- 
nized the rights of the Palestinians. The web of lies which the 
Israelis have been carefully weaving these 30 years is becom- 
ing unravelled. Soon the isolation of the aggressor will become 
complete. 

Those for whom the French recognition of Palestinian 
rights constitutes a defeat will choose to explain the move 
cynically, as motivated by pursuit of national interests, at the 
expense of morality. Such a view is too shoddy to merit a long 
answer. It is after all natural for the Arab world to employ 
whatever economic and political weight it has behind its 
legitimate demands. It is also natural for other countries not to 
pay heed to grievances of others, however morally and legally 
valid, unless these were given concrete backing. Or is it the 
case that the present economic and political weight of the 
Arab world somehow makes the uprooting of the Palestinians 
justified? 

The French recognition is an important sign on the long 
road to the full restoration of Arab rights. It did not just 
happen, but was the outcome of sustained and careful lobby- 
ing; which has now to be applied with the same persistence 
and care to other countries, until the aggressor is finally iso- 
lated and made to heed the will of the international commun- 
ity.

Afghan crisis embarrasses India

SAN TA FE, New Mexico — 

Shocked and alarmed as never before by the most 
savage prison riot in American history, state leaders 
around the nation have begun tightening security 
and calling for major reforms in the country's ill- 
run, understaffed and overcrowded jails. 

The uprising at New Mexico’s State Penitentiary 
was no Attica — where in 1971. 39 of 43 fatalities 
came in the final National Guard assault on the 
rebels. This was a bloodbath born of despair, frust- 
ration and radal hatred in which prisoner slaugh- 
tered prisoner until 36 men — the final count may 
be higher — lay dead, and 50 wounded. 

“It could happen again tomorrow, and happen 
worse," says penologist Raymond Procunier, “as 
long as overcrowding and bad conditions exist." 
Procunier. a former prison chief, warned New .Mex- 
ico authorities of the danger just three weeks before 
the recent explsian. 

California Health and Welfare Secretary .Mario 
Obledo said that many of America’s 4,750 jails 
were “power kegs, waiting to erupt." He named 
San Quentin and other California jails as among the 
worst. 

Why such bestial ferocity — mutilation, behead- 
ings, torture, gang- rape — at Santa Fe’s rambling 
prison in the sage-bush studded hills 200 miles from 
the Mexican border? 

There was racial hostility. Overcrowding led to 
violence,” said prison psychologist Dr. Marc Orner. 
“But this...we just don't know why they did this to 
each other." 

"A lot of it was radal. Gangs had their hit lists," 
said one inmate. “ The rest was just guys going 
stir-crazy." Officials are playing down the racial 
aspect of the slaughter in this penitentiary built for 
800 but housing 1,136, where 75 per cent of 
inmates are Hispanic or black. 

But prisoners say feuding between rival Mexican, 
black and white gangs was constant. Some charge 
thaL most slaying in the 36-hour carnage were 
perpetrated by an “execution squad" from die 
neo-Nazi “Aryan Brotherhood " an all-white gang 
which has cells in jails throughout the West. .Most of 
the dead are Mexican- Americans, the rest blacks, 
with few whites. 

New Mexico's leaders had ample warning of 
trouble in the quarter- century- old jail, which one 
employee called “a human zoo". Overcrowding 
forced men to sleep on icy floors in cellsso cramped 
that their feet touched cell bars, their heads the 
toilet bowl. 

- “ Hie vermin and cockroach problem was 
severe," said Matthew Myers, a lawyer with the 
National Prison Project, who earlier toured the jail. 


Drugs and home-brewed Iiqor were readily avail- 
able. “ The place was badly lit. ill-ventilated, cold." 

It was also hopelessly insecure. Myers charges 
that one teenage guard supervised dormitories con- 
taining hundreds of men, including known psycho- 
tics. 

Procunier, called to Santa Fe in January .to inves- 
tigate a mass jail break in December, found that the 
guard force was 42 men short. .Many were 18- 
year-olds with less than an hour's training. Officials, 
said Procunier, were “playing Russian roulette with 
the lives of inmates, staff and public.” 

Two years previously, inmates themselves 
sounded the alarm with a law suit seeking to end the 
overcrowding that had caused repeated violence. 
Nothing resulted. 

Last month's riot began when two guards tried to 
break up a group drinking prison moonshine. They 
were seized and locked in a cell, while in mates sped 
to the administration block, took more hostages, 
used sledge-hammers to smash “shatterproof" 
glass, then threw the master switches opening cell 
blocks. 

ITie prison dispensary was stripped of drugs. Cell 
Block Four, where informants and others under 
protection slept, was the scene of the worst horror. 
Inmates were doused in petrol and burnt alive, 
blow- torched , beaten to death and hurled from high 
walkways. 

■ In blood-caked corridors and in the chapel, offic- 
ers later found men with arms and legs severed, eyes 
gouged out, castrated. Seven died of drug overdoses 
— one doctor saying convicts had deliberately 
overdosed to avoid being slaughtered. Several of 
the 15 guards taken hostage were stabbed or 
beaten. One was sexually assaulted with an axe- 
handle. None died. 

Five wings of the jail burnt down before the rebel 
hardcore surrendered to 3 DO state troopers and 
National Guardsmen without a shot being fired. 

As prisoners shivered in tent camps, and tearful 
relatives waited beyond the fence, last month. War- 
den Jerry Griffen could not give a final death toll. 

More bodies might lie buried in the ruins, but the 
problem, he thought, was caused by inmates giving 
false names and refusing to talk with officials for 
fear of being tabbed as informers. 

Damage to the prison was put at $ 40 to $ 60 . 
million. New Mexico is not the worst of America's 
350 major penitentiaries. “ There’s plenty of com- 
petition" . said an official. But it is fairly typical of a 
system most Americans agree is a disgrace. 

Overcrowding, violence and radal imbalance are 
endemic, from California to South Carolina. Racial 
gangs — the Mexican “iVuestra Familia", the black 
Guerrilla Family, the Aryan Brotherhood — rule 
cell blocks everywhere. — (OFNS1 


NEW DELHI — 

India is pushed in to a tight corner over the 
Afghanistan crisis. The dilemma is how to draw a 
definite line over the issue. Falling in with 
□onaligned countries means deserting a trusted ally, 
the USSR stood by New Delhi at crucial moments. 
And standing behind the USSR would make its 
claim to nonalign.nent spurious. In this light, the 
diploittatic offensive launched by New Delhi seeks 
to characterize the crisis as a l ‘regjonar one — 
thereby counselling the superpowers to keep hands 
off. 

Too many factors go in to making New Delhi’s 
stand arabivaJenL In its quest to keep Russian con- 
nections robust, it dubs the reanning of Pakistan an 
integral appendage of the issue. Again a China- 
Pa kistan- America axis is considered a counter 
threat to the stability of the region. All these have 
dissuaded it from an outright con deinnation of 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

Doubtlessly, a shift has taken place in India's 
stand after the exit of caretaker Prime Minister 
Charan Singh’s government. But vague lines are yet 
to crystallize in concrete form. What makes Delhi a 
cautious rider in the situation is the sudden image 
boost on international scene after peaceful elec- 
tions and a smooth changeover of government. 

An indication to it was a flurry of .visits by d.ig- 
nitaries and representatives of almost nil important 
nations, which convinced Delhi of its responsible 
role in contributing to stability of the region. Out- 
wardly the visits were a felidtative gesture to the 
new incumbent in Delhi, but according to expecta- 
tions it could not escape becoming a nucleus of 
Afghanistan debate. 

The visits brought in their wake President Car- 
ter’s emissary Clark Clifford, U.rL Secretary of 
State Lord Carrington, UJN. General Secretary 
iCurt Waldheim. French President Giscard cf Esta- 
ing, USSR Foreign Minister Andrie Gromyko and 
President of Iraq's special envoy Hamid Alwan. A 
solid outcome of these may be the saving of India 
from casting its lot with Soviet UnioD. However, it 
leaves no room for optimism of India lining up with 
those opposed to Soviet Union. It can never be 
conceived with regard to India. 

Political observers watch keenly the next move of 
Delhi on the chess board of South Asia. Current 
focus over India by way of visits from VIP is inter- 
preted, therefore, as a move to make India use its 
good offices with Moscow in securing a pullout from 


Afghanistan. Thereby avoiding any major flare up 
of hostilities, if not weaning it away fro in Soviet 
embrace. 

Fears emanating from replenishment of arms to 
Pakistan have their own natural reasons. Again, any 
stand alienating Russia would have destroyed the 
edge of Indian foreign policy. Because siding with 
Pakistan-America-China means a narrow avenue 
for maneuver for a settlement. Since independence 
the country has treaded a road to nonalignment 
with ideological curves toward Russia. 

This paid rich dividends in international politics 
and even commercially ( trade turnover between the 
two countries now touches Rs. 2,01)0 million annu- 
ally). 

The extraordinary element of India's foreign po 9r 
icy on Afghan crisis is to see it from the other end cf 
the telescope. Delhi's option for the fragmented 
view of the issue is bom out of its desire to steer 
dear of the situation without committing itself to 
anyone among the two superpowers. 

Though the crisis has its own global ramifications, 
New Delhi's foreign ministry is striving hard to 
build a joint regional initiative by bringing about 
some sort of consensus among regional countries. 
With the advent of Indira Gandhi to power, the 
diplomats fanned out to neighboring capitals of Sri 
Lanka, Bangladesh and Pakistan in order to initiate 
the regional formula for insulating the area from 
becoming an ignition point. 

However, it is not always with India that public 
opinion conforms to its official tone of foreign pol- 
ity. Soviet intervention has come under heavy fire 
in the press, which is bold and independent In the 
same vein about every leading daily has expressed 
concern over restoration of arras to Pakistan. 
National newspapers have run columns full of let- 
ters from readers denouncing “Russian aggression* 
and demanding immediate abrogation of India's 
friendship treaty with Russia (signed in 1971). 

Agitated most is Muslim opinion, which views the 
confrontation as one between Islam and Commun- 
ism. A deafening applause awaited former 
heavyweight champion Muhammad Ali at a recep- 
tion in Madras when he expressed his support for 
the boycott of the Moscow Olympics. Ali flew from 
here to Africa to drum up support for this Carter 
move. Massive .demonstrations have been held in 
front of Soviet missions in Indian cities. 

But in no uncertain terms can everyone perceive 
that India, as an exponent of nonalignment, should 
have been the first to condemn the Russian aggres- 
sion in Afghanistan. Silence and later ambivalence 
have led to its isolation.

The paper said that Iran cannot 
show as much concern for Islam 
and Muslims as Saudi Arabia has 
been doing for Islam. Iran has only 
recently started taking interest in 
Islamic issues while Saudi Arabia 
has been serving the cause of 
Islam for over half a century. 

President Bani-Sadr' s call to the 
states of the region to cooperate 
with him against Western influ- 
ence exceeds the limits of national 
sovereignty which he himself 
should not have transgressed, said 
the paper. It added that the King- 
dom's relations were always based 
on mutual respect. Iran's present 
efforts to create a democracy and 
enforce it in the country come in 
the wake of experiences, errors 
and bloodshed, and Iran's friends 
would wish it overcome the pres- 
ent ideal, it said. 

The paper added that “we wish 
to counsel the Iranian President 
not to gather information about 
Saudi Arabia and its people 


through a third source," which 
only gives distorted reports. Saudi 
Arabia is keen to maintain 
brotherly relations with Islamic 
states. It has maintained' its ties 
with Iran despite the fact that the 
Iranian government is financing 
two official bodies whose only task 
is to abuse the Kingdom and to 
spread misleading reports about 
it. “What we want from our Mus- 
lim brothers in Iran is to respect us 
as we respect them, and to try to 
consolidate the bonds of broth er- 
liness and friendship. They are 
expected to do this if they really 
are interested in becoming an 
Islamic nation on the basis of sol- 
idarity and cooperation,” con- 
cluded the paper. 

In an editorial, Al Jazirah 
described the French recognition 
of the Palestinian right to self- 
determination as a '* big s tep .” The 
paper tried to convince France 
that the issue of Palestine was not 
a case of refugees but of a people 
who ought to be given the right to 
.■determine their destiny. Hie 


French step, added the paper, 
would place the whole of Europe 
at the threshold of a human and 
legal problem represented in a 
bold recognition of the justness of 
the Palestinian cause. 

In contrast to this, said the 
paper, the Egyptian regime has 
considered the Palestinian issue as 
a refugee problem. It has ignored 
the fact that the Palestinians are 
Arabs with a national civilization 
and heritage, but accepted the 
Zionist view that the Palestinians 
were only refugees. 

Commenting on the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council resolution to con- 
demn the Israeli policy of Jewish 
settlements, Al Riyadh said Israel 
was shocked by Washington's 
support for the resolution. Ihe 
paper added that Israel became a 
victim of its own deiusion*when it 
linked the voice of the U.S. Jews 
to its policy of settlements. Israel 
must have understood by now that 
there exists a wide gap between its 
interests and those of the United 
Stares.

The central medallion of the 16th century 
blue-toned carpet reflects the inside of the 
mosque dome; mosque lamps are echoed in 
the rug's quarter medallions. The patterns 
exist not just at one level, but as a series of 
different designs superimposed one on rnp of 
another, whose endlessly repeating motifs 
have religious connotation. 

While the tradition of tribal rug- making 
still lives on, that of the lavish court nigs, like 
the Ardebil, has died nut. These i.npressive 
gifts to courtiers and foreign rulers were 
intended, says Sherrill, as ’*a clear-cut politi- 
cal statement" an indication of the rulers 
might and opulence. Hie motifs in court rugs' 
differ from those of traditional rugs. Religi- 
ous liberties were taken in representing 
human and animal fnrins; we find royal hunts 
portrayed, with trained cheetahs and falcons, 
animals fighting, or as in one 16th centtny 
iCashan rug, a king strangling a lion with his 
bare hands. 

The golden age of the Persian court rug was 
the 16th- 17th century under the SafaviJ 
dynasty. Later when invasions from 
Afghanistan disrupted local government, 
their production tapered off. 

Carpets, whether woven for palace or tent, 
have always been valued in tire vfjjdlc East,

Nomadic carpets were the first to be cre- 
ated. The Turkestan no.nads who arc cre- 
dited;, with the invention of rug- weaving 
learned the designs at their mothers' knees 
and improvised within the tradition. .Vhcn 
carpets wore out, they were thrown away and 
new ones made. Few early ones remain. ITie 
rugged nomads had few coatacts with die 
outside world, and they sold few carpets to 
the local souks. From Turkoman areas, the 
craft spread to Persia and the Caucasus, 
wherever sheep grazed and cold winters 
required warm covers. 

How old is carpet weaving? 

Remnants of one carpet dating back 2,500 
years have been found in central Asia. The 
earliest complete carpet yet discovered lay in 
a 5th century B.C. tomb. On the Pasaryk. 
another early carpet, is woven a reinarkable 
border of reindeer and horsemen with 
griffin-like creatures in the field. Fhe sophis- 
tication of its design indicates that a long 
tradition of weaving preceded it. Even the 
classical knots of Oriental carpets — the 
Ghiordes (or symmetrica]) and the Senna (or 
asymmetrical) — go back to the origins of 
carper weaving in the vliddle East. 

The twilight of this noble tradition began 
only with the advent of synthetic dyes in the 
late 19th century. These aniline products 
were much easier and quicker to use than 
those which were compounded from veget- 
ables, insects, and shellfish; however, the new 
colors had little of the radiance of these 
natural dyes. 

Tribesmen today continue to make caxpets 
in their dome-shaped felt tents where a car- 
pet still serves as a door flap. Their life style 
persists down through the centuries; living 
three generations to a tent, the nomads trek 
from winter to summer pastures, although 
now the trip is more likely to be made in 
trucks than on donkey bade. Sherrill bought 
several of her own carpets directly from 
tribesmen in four adventure- packed trips to 
these same tribal areas. 

As carpet export flourished, a third class of 
artisans joined the tribal and court rug- 
makers; urban carpet-weavers adapted and 
simplified the designs from the court rugs. 
These commercial artisans copied designs 
precisely, even if a bit mechanically, from a 
cartoon on graph paper. Their wares were 
exported to the West, which in the 1 9th cen- 
tury inundate this "cottage industry'* with 
orders. 

vluch of the history of Oriental carpels is 
inextricably bound up with the rise and 
spread of Islam, a faith which inspired a uni- 
que form of carpet: the prayer carpet with its 
directional design dictated by the incorpora- 
tion into the carpet of a “mihrab" arch. Since 
Islam requires belivers to pray on a dean 
area, the small prayer rug fulfills a religious 
need. From Islam, too, the stricture against 
representing human or aniinal for.ns encour- 
aged a deversity erf geometrical for.ns. Arabic 
calligraphy also gave rise to the so-called 
ivufic borders on many carpets. The decora- 
tive script was not easily dedpherablc, but its 
presence lent prestige to the carpet. 

iConya, the Seljuk capital during the 13th 
century, was one of the great early centers of 
rug making. Later the Ottomans, a Turko- 
man tribe which ruled all Asia vlinor in the 
1 6th century, exported the skill to Egypt. The 
Egyptians then had few sheep in their sultry 
country 1 , but they quickly learned the craft 
and added the papynis leaf to the Turkish 
motifs. These Egyptian carpets are strikingly 
individual in their choice of colors, which 
consist principally of reds acid greens. Until 
the middle of the 1 6th century, Egyptian rugs 
were a match in beauty and intricacy of 
design for tile finest of the great carpets of the 
Safavid period. 

From 1 500 on, the Safavids with their capi- 
tal at Isfahan dominated the craft for two 
centuries. Like the Seljuks, they, too, 
exported their skills, this time to India. 
Although the subcontinent's dimate was as 
hot as Egypt's the vloghul princes, descended 
from Timur of Samarkand, eagerly imported 
Persian craftsmen. Garden themes, particu- 
larly refreshing in such a torrid country, were 
introduced in their carpets. Rugs reproduced 
the formal geometric layout of the Indian 
garden with its water falls, square beds of 
naturalistic flowers in lavish color, and water 
channels. 

Lahore, Agra, and Jaipur became the cen- 
ters of Indian rug- making, viost of the 
master-craftsmen were vfuslim; even today 
carpet- making in India is mainly done by 
vluslims rather than Hindus. 

viany of the Indian carpets used silk rather 
than wool for its sheen and lustre. Unfbrtu- 
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nately , silk fades. The silver threads woven 
into some Indian carpets have tarnished to a 
neutral gray, resulting in a less brilliant 
appearance than they originally possessed. 

In India the emphasis became increasingly 
commercial. Tnferior rugs of coarse wool 
were produced quickly and exported to 
Europe in the belief that the vVestemers 
couldn't tell the difference between Tiffany 
and Wool worth quality. 

Pile rugs have not figured in Saudi weaving 
although the rulim-like production in the 
Arabian peninsula is of great Interest in its 
own right and is more suitable for tent cover- 
ings in a warm climate. 

VLongolian conquerors brought the rag to 
China. The native Chinese, who preferred 
silk textiles, despised these monstrous tent 
coverings, suitable in their opinion only for 
"an outlandish way of life." In the late 17ih 
century, however, a Jesuit observer recorded 
that a Chinese emperor, asked for a demonst- 
ration of carpel weaving. When the Chinese 
took up carpet making, they adapted it to 
their tastes with more subJucJ Jesigns and 
colors — blue, cream, and pale yellow and an 
expanded play of symbolism, some of which 
found its way into Persian and Caucasian car- 
pets. 

Because Oriental carpets reached their 
zenith in vfuslim countries, the choice of 
names by Western dealers for certain com- 
mon motifs is especially inappropriate; a vine 


pattern became known as the "running Jog 
motif' while the stylized tulip design pat- 
terned after the Turks' favorite flower was 
designated as the "wine cup motif.’' 

Other misnomers have to do with the 
names of the carpets themselves. Bokhara 
and Shiraz carpets, for instance, originate 
neither in Bokhara or Shiraz. These were the 
market towns where the neighboring tribes 
traded their caxpets with the result that the 
name of the town became attached to the 
carpets. 

Some of the rags are even named after the 
Western artists in whose paintings they 
appear. 15th and 16th century early 
Anatolian carpets are thus called "Holbeins" 
while carpets portrayed in the paintings of the 
16th century Iralian artist, Lorenzo Lotto, 
bear his name rather than that of the tribe 
which knotted the in. 

Old paintings can be useful in dating car- 
pets. Carpets found in paintings by Holbein 
are known to have existed in the 16th cen- 
tury. Famous portraits of George Washing- 
ton (1796) and iving Henry VIII of England 
which show the statesmen astride Oriental 
carpels tell which carpets were then prized. 

" Too much emphasis is put on dating car- 
pets” argues Sherrill. Precise age in 1 9th and 
2Uth century carpets cannot usually be 
determined. Well-cared-for carpets appear 
younger than their years while more recent 
ones can look older because they are so 
dilapidated. 




And to think that these univesal works of 
art began with humble sheep! First the wool is 
sheared, then carded so that the fibers all go 
in the same direction, then spun on any of 
several types of spindle before being dyed. 
Finally it is ready for the loom. The ground 
loom is easier to transport, and it is the cus- 
tomary choice of the tribesmen; village 
workers sit at the vertical loom which makes 
the work easier ( on the spinal cord. Once the 
wool has reached the loom, a carpet is only 
many thousands of tiny knots away. 

New York and London are presently the 
best places to buy carpets. Of the two cities, 
Sherrill believes New York offers more 
reasonable prices. In ei ther city, prices at auc- 
tion are one-half the retail price. 

The value of a carpet depends, in part, on 
the quantity of wool used in it and the hours 
of labor, consumed in its waving. Finely 
woven carpets, demanding more wool and 
time than coarser ones, are naturally more 
expensive. Silk carpets cost more than wool 
carpets because silk is rare and relatively 
expensive. The laws of supply and demand 
determine that older carpets in good condi- 
tion command higher prices than newer var- 
ieties. Nonetheless, newer carpets can often 
hold their own. 

"Carpets of today have not lost the creativ- 
ity of old," Sherrill told Arab Sews. “In 
design and weaving, they stand up quite well 
• to the old ones. Only in the colors will you 
notice the difference." 
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Private firms successful 
iir steel strike rebellion 


LONDON. March 4 (AP) — Most of 
Britain's private steel firms and the 

1 5.000 workers they employ were back afr 
work .Monday after a successful rebellion 
against steel union bosses leading a 
national strike. 

But the eight-week-old strike by 

1 10.000 steelmen in the state-run sector 
of the industry goes on. And a treasury 
official told Parliament Monday that 
manufacturing output has been down 3 Vi- 
per cent since the start of the year, 
"largely because of lest production in the 

steel industry." 

Only a few private companies in the 
Weyt midlands were still at a standstill and 
the British Independent Steel Producers 
Association said in a statement. “The 
strike affecting us has virtually collapsed. 
We don't think there will be any private 
firms not working by later this week. 

“We have been fighting hard for the 
past six weeks to drag ourselves out of this 
dispute which had nothing to do with us. 
Now we have done it. but at a tremendous 
cost." 


Hie strike, which started Jan. 2, is 
against only the ailing, state-owned Brit- 
ish Steel Corp., which makes some 85 per 
cent of Britain’s steel, and not against the 
more prosperous private firms. 

But after it started, the Iron and Steel 
Trades Confederation, one of the two 
main labor unions involved in the dispute, 
called on its members in the private sector 
of the industry to join the strike. The 
Union's aim was to make the already crip- 
,pling dispute 100 per cent effective. 

Many steel workers in the private sector 
reluctantly obeyed the union call but 
others rebelled, defied hundreds of jeer- 
ing strike pickets and stayed at work. 

The rebellion, backed by increasing 
demands by other steel workers employed 
by private firms for a return to work, 
forced the union to drop the strike in the 

private sector. 

Employees of privately owned steel 
firms earn about 20 per cent more than 
colleagues working for the British Steel

Growers in ‘ serious trouble 9 

Florida oranges face deep freeze 


NEW YORK. March 4 (AP) — Florida 
citrus fruit growers, their 2 billion dollar-a- 
year industry already in "serious trouble" 
after a night of freezing weather left oranges 
iced on trees, shivered 3nd worried Tuesday 
after another night of cold. 

Elsewhere in the southern United States, 
residents dug out from under record snow 
and hoped for warmer weather. 

The storm, roaring in from the midwest 
over the weekend, dumped more than 30 
centimeters of snow in Virginia and up to 76 
centimeters in North Carolina. It was blamed 
for at least 36 deaths in 10 states. 

In Florida, blossoms of next year s orange 
crop turned black in the record-low tempera- 
tures that hit the citrus area. 


Ice coated the unharvested early and 
raid-winter organge crop, amounting to 15 to 
20 million boxes. And rapidly maturing Val- 
encia oranges, about 85 million 90-pound 
(40,8 kg) boxes ready to be harvested for 
frozen concentrated orange juice, froze on 
the trees in minus 6 (c) temperatures Sunday 
and Monday. 

"We are in serious trouble.” said Herb 
Riley of the Florida Fruit Inspection Service 
-as growers and inspection teams checked mil- 
lions of acres of groves from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to the Atlantic. 

"Right now we’re extremely concerned 
about next year's crop," said Don Linn, 
executive vice president of Sealed Sweet 
Growers inc. of Tampa, a marketing group 
-for 4,500 growers.

‘A non-shooting war’ 


McGovern hits grain embargo

DENVER. Colorado, .March 4 (AP) — 
Embargoing grain sought by the Soviet 
Union is "like asking the American farmer to 
engage in a non-shooting war with the Soviet 
Union,” Sen. George McGovern said Mon- 
day. 

The South Dakota Democrat told the 78th 
annual convention of the National Farmers 
Union that grain farmers were being asked to 
carry an unfair share of America's repsonse 
to the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 

President Jimmy Carter embargoed 17 mil- 
lion metric tons of grain sought by the Soviets 
to protest the Afghanistan situation. 

“Sinoe 75 per cent of all our trade with the 
Soviets is in grain and since the farm popula- 
tion of our country hovers at about 3 percent,

European firms 
conclude gas 
deal in Nigeria 

ESSEN, West Germany, March 4 (R) — A 
group of West European firms have con- 
cluded a 20-year agreement to buy Liquefied 
Natural Gas from Nigeria, the West German 
concern Ruhrgass Ag here said. 

Under the agreement, the firms will import 
eight billion cubic meters (282 billion cubic 
feet of gas) a year from 1 984 to 1988. Nigeria 
will sell the same amount to American com- 
panies, Ruhrgas said in a press statement. 

It said that construction of a liquefaction 
factory in Nigeria would begin next year. A 
total of 16 tankers, each with a capacity of 
130,000 cubic meters, would be needed to 
ship the gas to Europe and the cost of the 
whole project would be more than $ 10 bil- 
lion. 

The agreement was concluded on Feb. 29 
between the Lagos-based company Bonny 
LNG Ltd. and firms including Gaz de France, 
and Ruhrgas, and Thyssengas GMBH (all 
West Germany) , Ruhrgas said. 

Bonny comprises the Nigerian national 
petroleum corporation. Shell, British Pet- 
roleum, Phillips, Agip and Elf Aquitaine. 

Ruhrgas said that under the contract the 
West German companies would receive a 
total of 23 billion cubic meters of gas annu-. 
ally.

States would further damage already shaky 
relations with the Soviet Union if it clamps 
new import quotas on anhydrous ammonia 
from that country. 

He also said quotas would sharply increase 

the costs of ammonia — used primarily as 
fertilizer — to farmers. This ultimately will 
hurt consumers. 

Hammer, who recently met with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev, said he is “con- 
vinced this trouble in Afghanistan can be set- 
tled, will be settled.” 

In January, following the Soviet interven- 
tion in Afghanistan, Carter ordered a 
1- million- ton import quota for 1980 on 
Soviet anhydrous ammonia. The chemical is 
used primarily to produce fertilizer. 

The president also asked the International 
Trade Commission to determine whether 
further import limits should be set 

Until then. Carter had opposed any restric- 
tion on Soviet ammonia, rejecting an ITC 
decision last October to set quotas through 
1982 to protect the domestic anhydrous 
ammonia industiy. 

The Soviets have been importing anhydr- 
ous ammonia to the United States under a 
series of long-term agreements with Occiden- 
tal Petroleum Corp., headed by Hammer. 
From 305,000 tons in 1978, Soviet imports 
were expected to reach 23 million tons by 
1982. 

The IK? now is considering import quotas 
of 1 . 1 million tons next year and 1 3 million 
tons in 1982. 

Such a decision "would cause further 
deterioration in relations between the U nited 
States and the Soviet Union,” Hammer told 
the ITC at hearings here. 

" The commission should be aware that this 
agreement has substantial benefits from the 
standpoint of international relations,' 1 
Hammer said. It will play a “critical role in 
molding the views and attitudes”' of future 
Soviet leaders, who succeed the ailing Brezh- 
nev, he added.

‘No wage -price controls 9 

Carter assures corporations 


WASHINGTON. March 4 ( AP) — Top 
officials of U.S. President Jimmy Carter s 
administration are trying to pressure 5U0 
largest businesses in the United States that 
wage- price controls will not be used as 
weapons in the war on inflation. 

At the same rime, Treasury Secretary 
G. William Miller and Alfred Kahn, who 
heads the council on wage and price stabil- 
ity, are making it dear those companies 
are expected to cooperate with Carter's 
voluntary anti-inflation guidelines. 

In telegrams sent Sunday to the corpo- 
rations, Miller and hCahn expressed con- 
cern about reports that some businesses 
are raising prices in anticipation of man- 
datory controls. 

"The president is determined that he 
will not impose such controls. He does not 
have the legal authority to do so. and he 
does not intend to seek it,” said ihe tele- 
gram released by the White House.” 

“However, the president s voluntary 
price standards remain in effect and we 
expect full compliance.’’ the telegram 
said. “ The council on wage and price sta- 
bility will intensify its monitoring activities 
to make- certain that both the price and 
wage standards continue to be effective." 

Meanwhile, the chairman of the House 
and M eans Committee said that Carter s 
1981 budget is “unacceptable to the 
American people," and he questioned 
whether the White House fully under- 
stands the need for prompt action to curb 
inflation. 

"Some strong signal to the world and 
-the money markets is needed in the next 
few days to avert a very severe financial 
crisis in this country,” said Rep. Ai Oil- 


man. Democrat-Oregon. 

\V. Bowman Cutter, a White House 
budget official, told Oilman s committee 
that the administration's current review of 
the proposed budget will be completed in 
about two weeks. 

Meanwhile, interest rates on L\S. 
Treasury bills soared to record levels for 
the third consecutive week, with 13- week 
bills carrying 15.136 per cent interest in 
Monday's sale. 

The rate on 26- week bills, meanwhile, 
rose from last week's 13 per cent to 
14.792 per cent. 

The 13-week bills had carried interest 
of 13.7 per cent last week. 

Richard Gregg, assistant treasury 
commissioner for financing, said yields on 
the Treasury bills of 15.96 per cent for 
13-week bills and 16211 per cent for 
2 6- week bills were the highest ever on any 
Treasury security, surpassing the 14J9 
per cent coupon rate available on 525- 
year notes sold Feb. 26. 

Rates on Treasury securities have been 
rising to record levels in recent weeks in 
the wake of the U.S. Federal Reserve’s 
action on Feb. 1 5 to tighLen credit by rais- 
ing a key interest rate. 

The new rate on 26- week bills means 
that money market certificates sold ston- 
ing Thursday at banks and thrift institu- 
tions will carry a maximum erf 14.792 per 
cent interest. The rate on the popular 
10 . 000 -dollar savings certificates is tied 
by federal banking rules to the Treasury 
bill rate. 

The Treasury said it sold about S3 3. 
billion worth of each bill denomination in 
Monday's auction.

Law of the Sea Conference opens 


UNITED NATIONS. .March 4 (AP) — 
The U.N. Conference on the Law of the Sea 
began five weeks of meetings here Monday 
aimed to result in the Issuance of a forma] 
treaty on that subject for governments to 
consider before meeting again in Geneva July 
28 to finish the treaty. 

The conference president, H. Shirley 
Amerasinghe of Sri Lanka referred delegates 
to the schedulefor the New York phase of the 
ninth session of the six- year-old conference, 
and said: 

"It is important that we do stick to it if we 
are to achieve the objective.” 

: The New York meetings are to end April 4. 

About 90 per cent of the treaty was 
approved in earlier sessions of the confer- 
ence, which held its first organizational meet- 
ing in December 1973 and began substantive 
work at Caracas the following year. 

Delegates hope to return to the Ven- 
ezuelan capital for the ceremonial conclusion 
of a treaty r perhaps early next year. 

The proposed accord would cover" all ’ 
aspects of the use and exploitation of the seas 


and oceans, from navigation to mining. 

Deep-sea mining is one of the most di 
field t problems confronting the session. 

Delegates hope the July gathering wi 
wrap up the convention but the U.S. dele 
gate, former Commerce Secretary Ellii 
Richardson, said he was not so confident 
Noting the U.S. had invested enonnoi 
sums in deep-sea mining technology, he sa- 
lt could not allow its interests to be ovenii 
den by states with no such stake. _ 

.Mr. Amerasinghe had been expected i 
refer to the progress of the previous dgT' 
sessions and encourage the delegates to mal 
a determined effort to overcome the remair- 
ing obstacles to a treaty. But he refrainc 
from making a substantive statement. 

Most of the conference is done in commi/ 
tee by relatively small groups of delegat 
representing various aational and regior 
interest groups. The open meetings of t 
conference are used largely to start' 
approval for -. the resulting agreements. 

No date was set for the next meeting of l 
session.

Carter responds 
to U.S. athletes 

WASHINGTON, vlarch 4 (Agencies) 

A spokesman for President Jimmy Carter 
said Monday a response is being drafted to a 
letter signed by members of the U.S. team at 
the Winter Olympics who oppose a boycott of 
the summer games in Moscow. 

Claudia Townsend, the president’s associ- 
ate press secretary, said Carter received the 
appeal, signed by 61 of the 127 athletes on 
the LT.S. team that competed last month at 
Lake Placid, New York, on Friday. 

Jody Powell, the White House press sec- 
retary, said last week that Carter welcomes 
the views of U.S. athletes, whether or not 
they agree with him that there should be no 
American participation in the Moscow games 
because of Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

In London meanwhile, seventy-eight Brit- 
ish athletes have signed a letter to Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher affirming their 
right to participate In the summer games, Bri- 
tain's International Athletes Club has said. 

The strong assertion by the athletes is a 
further setback to the British government 
campaign for a boycott of the games in pro-' 
test against the Soviet intervention. 

Club secretary Derek Johnson said the 
group was seeking permission from the 
International Olympic Committee to send a 
British team to Moscow even if the British 
Olympic Association or the government 
directed a boycott.

Mugabe wins in Rhodesia g

Guerrilla leader Robert Mugabe. the Fireb- 
rand of Rhodesian black nationalism. Tues- 
day won an absolute majority of the seats in 
independence elections ending nine decades 
of white supremacy. 

The official results broadcast on radio and 
television ended an era in Rhodesia's turbul- 
ent history and ushered in an uncertain future 
for a nation still gripped with the passions of 
the seven-year bush war. 

.vlugabe's ZANU (PF) won nearly 63 per 
cent of the poll, giving his political party 57 of 
the 80 seats in the National Assembly — or a 
sure majority. 

Eric Pope-Si mmonds. the registrar gen- 
eral, said the nmner-up to vlugabe was the 
Patriotic Front party (PF) of Joshua Nkomo, 
.vlugabe's comrade in arms during the war. 
which won 20 seats. 

Outgoing Premier Bishop Abel 
.Muzorewa, who ruled for only six months and 
nine days, suffered a catastrophic setback 
winning only three seals — 48 less than in the 
previous parliament. 

Armored cars manned by whire troops 
trundled through the streets of Salisbury 
shortly after the results were announced 
Tuesday morning in a show of strength to 
pre-empt a violent reaction to the vote, 
vlugabe. 55-year-old son of a village car- 
penter and avowed Marxist, is detested by 
many of the 2Q0.00U-plus white minority 
who fear reprisal for the war years and depri- 
vation in the future from his militaat black 
nationalism. 

t vlugabe met Tuesday morning at Gov- 
ernment House with British governor Lora 
Soames. Both men agreed political foes must 
bury the hatchet and join forces in a coalition 
government, British officials said. 

The officials said there was absolutely no 
doubt that vlugabe would be prime minister, 
but that the discussions were wider-ranging 
than simply the constitutional formality of his 
appointment. 

Later, vlugabe outlined at a press confer- 
ence government policies ranging from non- 
alignment in foreign affairs to moderate 
economic plans at home. He came out for: 

— Nationalization, with compensation, of 
under-used land or land owned by absentee 
landlords so as to embark on the land redis- 
tribution program he has pledged to his sup- 
porters. 

— Acceptance of the capitalist base of the 
Rhodesian economy with “modifications in a 





gradual way" without seizure of private 
property or blanket nationalization. 

On foreign affairs, he said Zimbabwe 
would be a non-aligned state, with friends 
among both NA TO and Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries. He called for co-existence with South 
Africa and said he would have no inhibition 
about discussing co-existence with the S -»uth 
Africans. 

Zimbabwe would be a member of the 
Commonwealth, the non-aligned movement 
and the United Nations, he said. 

On defense he called for the racial integra- 
tion of rival forces into a new Zimbabwe 
army but said there was “no room for mer- 
cenaries and Selous Scouts." 

The Selous Scouts are a crack Rhodesian 
unit hated by the guerrillas.

Nkomo on a coalition later Aiesday. 

rhe two men were partners in the Patriotic 
Front guerrilla alliance during the war — but 
vlugabe campaigned separately from 
Nkomo. against Nkomo’ s wishes. 

Nkomo. addressing a news conference, 
said he had not received an invitation but 
welc med the idea of an alliance that would 
give the two parties a powerful 77 seats in the 
National Assembly. 

“ The main thing we have got to look at is 
that Zimbabwe becomes a stable state. All 
groups have got to accept that Zimbabwe is 
independent and contribute to the stability,” 
Nkomo said. 

vlugabe dismissed fears of violence in the 
country in the wake of the results. “Our 
commitment to peace is total," he said, 
adding that he would also strive to include as 
many parties as possible in the new govern- 
ment to form “a broad national front,” 
perhaps even his old foe Smith. 

.Vlugabe won outright in three of the eight 
electoral provinces, according to official 
results. 

.vlore than two- thirds of 22,000 armed 
guerrillas gathered in assembly camps under 
monitoring by British Common wealth troops 
since the Jan. 4 cease-fire are loyal to 
.vlugabe. 

All but 64 of the 1 ,300 monitoring forces - 
from Britain, Australia, New Zealand, Kenya 
and Fiji continued withdrawing from 11 
remaining camps as a prelude to integrating 
the guerrilla armies and the .white-led 
mainly- black Rhodesian- security forces, 
which fought the guerrillas in the war. 

Black African countries expressed delight 
at vlugabe's landslide victory, but the result ‘ 
drew words of warning from white-ruled 
South Africa. 

In London, news of the big .vlugabe victory 
sent prices of Rhodesian government bonds 
tumbling. Shares of firms with interests in 
Rhodesia also fell. 


Kennedy confident of Massachusetts win 


BOS TON. vlarch 4 ( AP) — vlassachusetts 
Democrats voted Tuesday in a presidential 
primary election which Senator Edward vl. 
Kennedy, on home ground, said he would win 
over President Jimmy Carter. George Bush 
and a resurgent Ronald Reagan coinpeted for 
top spot in a crowded Republican field. 

Hie first polls opened shortly after sunrise 
in an election that awards 1 1 1 votes for the 
Democratic presidential nomination and 42 
Republican nominating votes. So far. Carter 
has won 55 delegates. Kennedy 36. It will 
take 1,666 to win the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

As many as 1.5 million voters were 
expected to cast ballots in the first of the big 
state presidential campaign tests. 

Vermont held its primary election, too. 
The Republican primary there was for It* 
presidential nominating votes, but to get 
them, the winner had to gain at least 4U per 
cent of the popular vote. 

The Democratic primary was all show and 
no delegates. Vermont's 12 Democratic con- 
vention delegates will be chosen later at a 
party convention. 

Bush said he was a sure winner a week ago 
in New Hampshire, and Reagan beat him 
there iwo-to-one. That showing led the 
former Califonia governor to intensify his 
campaign effort in vlassachusetts and Ver- 
mont. Reagan said he was cautiously optimis- 
tic about his prospect in vlassachusetts, 
which he once had described as among his 
weakest states. 


Kennedy, a UJ-point loser to Carter in New 
Hampshire, was in a primary he had to win. 
*T rn confident I will win," he said on election 
eve in the state that had four times elected 
him to the Senate. 

Carter's campaign chairman, Daivd L. 
Flynn, said Kennedy would have to roll up a 
landslide of 75 percent or better to gain a real 
comeback in his challenge to Carter’s 


renomination. “A win is a win” Kennedy 
said. 

He needs one, after four losses to Carter, 
two of them in nearby New England states. In 
earlier contests, the candidates have spied 
from victory forecasts, the better to explain 
away defeats. But for Kennedy, there was no 
point in hedging about vlassachusetts, for his 
campaign could not survive an upset at home. 


As Tito fades, his cult lives on 


BELGRADE, March 4 (AP) — For 
decades, Yugoslavs have rarely opened their 
wallets or eaten a restaurant meal beyond the 
steady gaze of .Marshal Tito. 

In shops, coffee houses, hotels and nearly 
any public gathering place, the rugged visage 
of the man who has run Communist Yugos- 
lavia for the past 35 years is prominently 
displayed. 

Over the years, Hto’s image has been 
polished to a high sheen, encouraging the 
nation to rally around the president as a point 
of national pride. 

Now, all this is on the verge of swept away 
.as Tito's health deteriorates. 

Tito's doctors said Tuesday his condition 
was still grave but there were signs of relief in 
his pneumonia. Officials say plainly, how- 
ever, that at this stage they are not encour- 
aged by slight turns for the better. 

“The genera] state of health of the Presi- 
dent of the Republic Josip Broz Tito con J 
tinues to be grave," the presidential medical 
panel said. 
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Still, songs such as “We are Tito's, Tito is 
Ours," and “ Tito is Our Sunshine” continue 
to be sung in elementary school choirs. 

For many, such expressions of affection are 
heart-felt. In smoke-filled taverns across the 
country, accordians accompany the hearty 
voices of men and women singing, “ Tito the 
white violet,' 1 a song about bis exploits as a 
partisan mountain fighter. 

The cult of personality is orchestrated; 
many contend. They recall Tito's past visits to 
the countryside — almost royal processions 
— to meet with the people and exercise his 
folksy political style. 

Lengthy television news reports would 
show Tito riding in his open top, black 
.Mercedes-Benz limousine into the moun- 
tainous back country of Yugoslavia. He 
would hold long meetings with youth groups 
and town fathers, listening to their comments 
as he puffed on his cigar. 

Yugoslavs have been given one movie 
documentary, which gave glimpses of his 
island retreat of Vanga, where he swam in his 
private pool and puttered in his darkroom or 
metal workshop. 

“ Tito knew his people were still traditional 
enough to like having someone who could 
live like a king and they thought be had 
earned it,” says one Western student of Hto’s 
political style. 

In the does, stationery stores sell colored 
posters of Hto in his bright blue marshal's 
uniform, encrusted with medals. Book stores 
have stacks of volumes filled with sketches of 
Hto as a lean, handsome military leader. 

■Mountains south of Belgrade are 
whitewashed with bis name. 

Tito's offidai birthday is also an offidal 
“day of you tii" and last year 10,000 school 
children saluted him with a tumultous display 
of folk dances, gymnastics and precise milit- 
ary drills. 

Heralded by trumpets, Hto arrived at the 
stadium while aides swept away flowers 
thrown in his path. The high-point of the day 
came when a runner presented the president 
with a runner's baton that had been carried 
20,000 kilometers around the country. 

The relay of the baton or “stafeta" is a 
tradition associated only with Hto. Each 
year, one baton was carried throughout the 
country and presented to Hto. Thousands 
more have been made and sent to him. 



Embassy students set new conditions 


Hostage visit unlikely 


TEHRAN. March 4 (AP) — The militants 
holding the U.S. embassy in Tehran imposed 
new conditions Tuesday for the U.N. com- 
mission to see the American hostages, virtu- 
ally ending chances for a visit during the 
paneT s current stay and setting the captors on 
another collision course with President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr's regime.

Spokesmen for the militants told the Fore- 
ign Ministry the commission should first 
submit its findings on the ousted Shah's 
regime to the United Nations. They said if the 
U.N. accepted evidence of U 5. crimes in Iran 
and wrongdoing by the Shah, then a visit to 
the approximately 50 hostages, who began 
their fifth month in captivity Tuesday, would 
be reconsidered. 


The spokesman for the five- man U.*T 
commission announced Monday that Ba- * i 
Sadr and the Revolutionary Council agro* * 
unanimously that the panel wouid meet u 
all the hostages. But Bani-Sadr, who i 
always backed down before when the mi 
ants refused to go along with his proposals 
the hostages, Tuesday repudiated a sta 
ment that indicated he might try to fo 
them to comply with the Revolution 
Council's decisions.

March 4 (AP) — The leftist 
guerrillas holding at least 20 foreign dip- 
lomats and other hostages in the Dominican 
Republic’s embassy for a week vowed that 
they would not reduce their demands as they 
prepared for negotiations with the Colom- 
bian government Tuesday. 

“We won’t give in on anything” said the 
leader of the 3U guerrillas who invaded the 
embassy during a diplomatic reception last 
Wednesday. But “we have given no 
ultimatum” he added in a telephone inter- 
view. 

One of the guerrillas was killed in the 
takeover, and the leftists have released 23 
hostages, including 15 women. Those srOJ 
held include the diplomats, two protocol 
officers from the Colombian Foreign Minis- 
try and at least four other persons. 

Hie guerrillas, me mbers of an organization 
called M-19, are demanding $50 million 
freedom for 3 1 1 other M- 1 9 members they 
claim are under arrest, worldwide publication 
of an anti-government manifesto and safe 
conduct out of the country. 

M-19 stands for the April 19 movement.lt 
takes its name from the date of the 1970 
presidential election, which the organization 
claims was rigged. 

Mexican Ambassador Ricardo Galan, one 
of the hostages, said everything was calm 
inside the embassy, which is at the end of a 
dead-end street in a quiet residential district 

“We are waiting for the negotiations to 
resume," he reported by telepbone. 

A Foreign Ministry source said the negoti- 
ations wouid resume sometime Tuesday.
